At one period of the last quarter, 
Gallaudet 's Race Drake zipped 
through the Long: Islander* with the 
speed of a bullet, to send up the ball 
right under the basket.

They were surprised U) learn that 
there ate special, high-grade residen- 
tial schools for the education of deaf 
children. These schools, in addition 
to the ordinary education that hear- 
ing children receive in public schools, 
supply deaf children with moral, 
social, vocational and physical train- 
ing from competent instructors. Their 
health and physical well-being are an 
important consideration of their edu- 
cation, and are maintained by a care- 
ful building up of the physical system, 
some results of which were being 
witnessed by the questioners, who 
seemed greatly surprised at the infor- 
mation. 

It is no new discovery to find that 
the lack of information among hear- 
ing people respecting the educational 
acquirements of deaf children is so 
widespread. This brings to mind 
some public statements we made 
several years ago in reference to this 
subject. We expressed the opinion 
that the great issue before the hear- 
ing community with reference to the 
deaf is to understand that the educated 
deaf differ from other people merely 
in the lack of hearing. We need to 
get closer to the genet al public, to 
convince them that we are not flueer 
nor stupid; that we are, in most 
instances, cultivated, sensible, 
able, useful citizens. We ask for no 
pity, seek no charity, and ask merely 
for a square deal in our s<« ial and 
business dealings.
